Gays can 
influence the media! Boston and Philadelphia, however, were reportedly 
the only major affiliates to cancel 


There appears to be much enthusiasm generating for our theatre trip on 
November 9. "Let My People Come" fell through as a trip choice due to 
difficulty of obtaining tickets. We offer instead, TUBSTRIP, which opens 
October 31 at the Mayfair Theatre. The sex comedy was called "an event 
in the history of gay liberation" by Wm. Collins in the Philadelphia 
Inquirer. The plot involves nudity and revolves around nine occupants 
of a steam bath. 

The bus will drop us off at Lincoln Center, allowing an option of seeing 
Benjamin Britten's opera Death in Venice at the Metropolitan Opera (2:00- 
4:50 P.M.). You must obtain your own tickets. Credit Card Reservations 
(Call 212-799-4420, Mon.=-Fri., Noon-5 PM) are the best bet and recent 
information indicates the only tickets available are $6.50 (limited view 
balcony) or $6.00 (Family Circle). There should be plenty of time to get 
from the opera to the Mayfair Theatre, though a leisurely dinner would 
be out of the question.
